It’s not likely that Hurricane 
Irene will hit the province, but 
the Canadian Hurricane Centre 
is advising people to “keep 
watch” over the weekend. 

Chris Fogarty of the Canadian 
Hurricane Centre in Dartmouth 
said on Thursday to expect Irene 
to arrive in the Maritimes late 
Sunday or early Monday. 

He said the storm will likely 
hit west of Nova Scotia. 

“A more likely track would be 
New Brunswick and Maine,” Fog¬ 
arty said. “The probability of it 
being west of Nova Scotia is quite 
large.” 

But if that is the case, Fogarty 
said to still expect high winds and 
rain in the region. 

“The intensity is notoriously 
hard to predict, so as far as exact¬ 
ly how strong the winds will be in 
Eastern Canada, that remains to 
be seen.” 

Fogarty also advised to prepare 
for the worst, and don’t wait until 
the last minute.

and high winds,” he said. “In the 
short term, have extra fuel 
around if you have a generator.

Irene destroyed hundreds of 
homes on small Bahamian 
islands but largely spared the cap¬ 
ital Nassau on Thursday as it tore 


over the sprawling archipelago 
on its way toward the U.S. East 
Coast. 

Hurricane watches were issued 
from North Carolina to New Jer¬ 
sey. Irene’s projected path has it 
bringing misery to Washington, 
New York and Boston.

The NDP government is 
staying quiet on how much 
a lobbying effort for the Irv¬ 
ing’s bid to secure National 
Shipbuilding Procurement 
Strategy costs.

The 44-year-old Indian 
Brook woman died in hos¬ 
pital on Sept. 5, 2009. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry announced Thurs¬ 


day the investigation will 
determine whether Truro 
police followed appropri¬ 
ate guidelines and stan¬ 
dards in handling her case. 

“I’m not here to look 
for blame or find fault. 
We’ll let the facts speak 
for themselves and ad¬ 
dress them in proper for¬ 
mat,” Landry said in a 
phone interview. 

“I have the utmost con¬ 
fidence in police officers 
and the process overall, 
but remember we’re deal¬ 
ing with the human ele¬ 
ment here.

A Canadian soldier says he 
handled two weapons im¬ 
mediately after a fellow sol¬ 
dier was fatally shot at a 
military base in 
Afghanistan in 2007 and 
noticed that one of the pis¬ 
tols was loaded. 

Master Cpl. Andrew 
Noseworthy told the court 
martial in Halifax on Thurs¬ 
day of former reservist 
Matthew Wilcox that he 
was on the opposite side of 
a partition in a tent watch¬ 
ing a movie on a laptop 
with another soldier when 
he heard a shot at the Kan¬ 
dahar Airfield. 

He said he ran around to 
the other side of the tent 
where he saw Cpl. Kevin 
Megeney lying next to his 
bed and Wilcox kneeling 
beside him. 

“I can’t recall what he 
(Wilcox) was doing,” Nose¬ 
worthy said. 

Noseworthy said he 
picked up two 9-mm pistols 
lying nearby. He noticed 
one was loaded with a 
round in the chamber 
while the other weapon 
wasn’t. 

“I picked up the first pis¬ 
tol and released the mag 
and left a live round on the 
bed,” he added. “The sec¬ 
ond pistol there was no 
mag, no round.” 


New trial 


Wilcox was sentenced to 
four years in prison and 
kicked out of the military 
after he was found guilty 
of the two charges in 
2009. 

► The verdict was set aside 
last year by the Court Mar¬ 
tial Appeal Court of Cana¬ 
da and a new trial ordered. 

Wilcox of Glace Bay has 
pleaded not guilty to crimi¬ 
nal negligence causing 
death and negligent per¬ 
formance of a military duty 
in Megeney’s death. 

Megeney, 25, from Stel- 
larton died in a military 
hospital after being shot in 
a tent he shared with 
Wilcox on March 6, 2007. 

At the first trial, the pros¬ 
ecution alleged that Wilcox 
and Megeney were playing 
a game of “quick draw” in 
their tent when Wilcox’s 
loaded pistol accidentally 
fired, hitting Megeney in 
the chest. 

Wilcox testified that he 
acted in self-defence and 
shot “instinctively” at an 
unknown threat that was 
pointing a gun at his back 
inside the tent.

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Sewers run red 
in Libya’s capital 

O Intense battles erupt near Gadhafi’s seized Tripoli 
compound O Libyan leader calls for destroying rebels 


The streets where rebel 
fighters bombarded 

snipers loyal to Moammar 
Gadhafi were strewn with 
bullet-ridden corpses from 
both sides Thursday. 
Streams of blood ran down 
the gutters and turned 
sewers red. 

By sundown the rebels 
appeared to have won the 
battle for the Abu Salim 
neighbourhood, next to 
Gadhafi’s captured Tripoli 
compound, but the fallen 
dictator continued to 
elude them. Speaking 
from an unknown loca¬ 
tion, he exhorted his sup¬ 
porters to fight on. 

“Don’t leave Tripoli for 
the rats. Fight them, and 
kill them,” Gadhafi said in 


a new audio message 
broadcast on Al-Orouba 
TV, a Syria-based satellite 
station. 

Outside his Bab al-Az- 
iziya compound, which 
rebels captured Tuesday, 
there was another grim 
scene — one that suggest¬ 
ed mass, execution-style 
killings of civilians. 

Rebels have seized most 
of Tripoli since sweeping 
into the capital on Sunday, 
and on Thursday they an¬ 
nounced that their leader¬ 
ship was moving into the 
capital. The rebel National 
Transitional Council has 
been based in the eastern 
city of Benghazi, which fell 
to rebel forces early in the

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Ottawa man killed 
while storming 
Gadhafi compound 


A 24-year-old IT worker 
who left his job in Ottawa 
to work with Libyan rebels 
has been killed while 
storming a compound be¬ 
lieved occupied by Moam- 
mar Gadhafi, his friend 
says. 

Haitham Alabadleh of 
Ottawa said his friend, 
Nader Benrewin, had been 
shot and killed Tuesday by 
one of Moammar Gadhafi’s 
snipers. 

“He was leading the 
group and the snipers saw 
that he was the assistant of 
the leader. They started to 
target him and there was 
no place to hide,” said Al¬ 
abadleh. 

Alabadleh learned about 
his friend’s death through 
a Faceboolc post from con¬ 
tacts in Libya. 

“I was crying for a bit 
and I remembered all the 


good time we (had),” said 
Alabadleh. 

But while one Ottawa 
man died in the turmoil of 
the Libyan conflict another 
has reportedly escaped 
harm. 

Mahdi Nazemroaya, a 
University of Ottawa grad¬ 
uate and independent 
journalist, escaped from 
the Rixos A1 Nasr hotel in 
Tripoli Wednesday with 
other international re¬ 
porters. 

He is now trying to re¬ 
turn to Canada. 

His mother, Pouran As- 
gari, said she was relieved 
that he made it to the 
Corinthia hotel, which she 
says is in a safer part of the 
Libyan capital. 

“But until he’s out of 
that region, we have some 
concerns,” she said.

O Privacy commissioner warns Canadians: Protect 
your digital devices O Only four in 10 use passwords 


Text messaging may help 
quiet the hum of public 
cellphone conversations — 
but it may also be vulnera¬ 
ble to eavesdropping. 

Canada’s privacy com¬ 
missioner says Canadians 
aren’t doing enough to 
protect their mobile com¬ 
munication devices such 
as cellphones and tablet 
computers.

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Pressure on Cook 
to keep Apple on

With Steve Jobs bowing out 
as CEO, Apple Inc. must 
persuade investors and con¬ 
sumers that it doesn’t need 
the force behind the iMac, 
iPod, iPhone and iPad in 
charge to keep hits coming. 

Tim Cook, his hand¬ 
picked successor, has han¬ 
dled the top job repeatedly 
in the absence of the ailing 
Jobs, 56, who resigned as 
chief executive Wednesday 
and was elected chairman 
of Apple’s board. Cook had 
been running Apple since 
January. The company’s 


stock rose 62 per cent when 
Cook was in charge in the 
first half of 2009, and it 
gained 8 per cent since 
Jobs’ most recent leave. 

On Thursday, Apple’s 
stock fell $4.03, or about 1 
per cent, to $372.16 in mid¬ 
day trading, but the entire 
market was down as well. 

Jeff Garnet, managing ed¬ 
itor of news site The Mac 
Observer, said Jobs’ depar¬ 
ture has more sentimental 
than practical significance. 

“All Apple really has 
done is made official what 


they’ve been doing admin¬ 
istratively for a while now,” 
he said. 

But Trip Chowdhry, 
Global Equities Research 
analyst, said Jobs’ maniacal 
attention to detail is what 
has set Apple apart. He pre¬ 
dicts that the company will 
eventually struggle to cre¬ 
ate market-changing ideas. 

“Apple is Steve Jobs, 
Steve Jobs is Apple, and 
Steve Jobs is innovation,” 
Chowdhiy said. “Apple 
without Steve Jobs is noth¬ 
ing.”

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Nalcor’s Muskrat Falls 
proposal weak: panel 

o Under project conditions, Nalcor would spend $2.9 billion to build power-generating 
facility © Panel says that company still needs to prove long-term financial benefits 


Newfoundland and 
Labrador’s Crown utility 
has not proven the need for 
the proposed $6.2-billion 
Muskrat Falls hydroelectric 
project, an environmental 
assessment released on 
Thursday has concluded. 

“The panel concluded 
that Nalcor (Energy) had 
not demonstrated the justi¬ 
fication of the project as a 
whole in energy and eco¬ 
nomic terms,” said the 
report by a joint federal- 
provincial review panel. 

“There are outstanding 
questions related to both 
Muskrat Falls and Gull Is¬ 
land regarding their ability 
to deliver the projected 
long-term financial bene¬ 
fits to the province, even if 
other sanctioning require¬ 


ments were met.” 

The panel also said the 
project would likely have 
several “significant ad¬ 
verse” effects on fish, 
wetland and terrestrial 
habitats, as well as the Red 
Wine Mountain caribou 
herd. 

The report comes a 
week after the federal 
government announced it 
would follow through on a 
promise to provide a loan 
guarantee for Muskrat 
Falls. 

Nalcor Energy says it 
will respond to the report’s 
conclusions on Friday. 

Under the conditions of 
a term sheet announced 
last year to develop the 
project, Nalcor Energy 
would build a power gener¬ 


ating facility at Muskrat 
Falls capable of producing 
824 megawatts of 

electricity. 

A transmission link 
from Labrador to 

Newfoundland would cost 
$2.1 billion, $600 million of 
which would be provided 
by Nova Scotia-based pri¬ 
vate utility Emera. It would 
include a 30 kilometre sub¬ 
sea connection across the 
Strait of Belle Isle. 

The review panel is 
recommending that the 
provincial government 
conduct separate financial 
reviews before sanctioning 
Muskrat Falls to confirm 
whether it would deliver 
the long-term financial 
benefits as forecast by 
Nalcor. 


The panel provides 
advice to the provincial and 
federal governments, 
which will make the final 
decision on the project’s 
approval. 

The project has been on 
the drawing board in one 
form or another for 
decades. In 1980, it passed 
an environmental assess¬ 
ment but was set aside due 
to concerns over market 
access and financing. 

Concerns over the loss 
of habitat that would result 
from the development of 
the project have also 
stalled its progress in the 
past. But Nalcor has 
promised to develop a 
compensation plan to 
make up for that.

Idiot Bro a smarty-pants 

O Our Idiot Brother is a fun indie comedy that takes a jab at the neo-hippie 
movement O Strong cast buoys a flimsy movie to make for a fun 90 minutes 


Richard: Mark, Our Idiot 
Brother is a low key indie 
comedy with a much differ¬ 
ent feel from the movies 
that made Rudd famous. 
His Apatow years have been 
spent doing broad comedy 
in movies like The 40 Year 
Old Virgin, but this is more 
character based — and less 
funny. There are laughs 
here, but instead of going 
for the jokes Rudd is con¬ 
centrating on playing the 
character and allowing the 
humour to flow naturally.. 
Did that work for you? 

Mark: Most definitely! I was 
worried — based on the ti¬ 
tle, the poster, the trailer, 
and the Apatow DNA — 


that this would be nothing 
but silly slapstick. But it 
turned out to be a nicely 
tuned comedy of manners 
about the clash between 
bourgeois and countercul¬ 
ture values. The irony of 
the title is that the Rudd 
character is anything but 
an idiot. Like the ’80s movie 
Down and Out in Beverly 
Hills, the hippie outsider 
upsets the domesticity of 
those around him, but 
somehow improves eveiy- 
one's lives in the process. 
Rudd is great, and so is the 
rest of the cast. 

RC: I thought so too. Banks, 
Dechanel and Mortimer 
each bring a different 


flavour to their roles as the 
sisters. Banks is a driven 
writer with sketchy ethics, 
Dechanel a ffee-ish spirit 
with commitment issues 
while Mortimer plays a 
mousy mom. They all stand 
in stark contrast to their 
brother but their presence 
buoys, the film’s family 
first message. 

MB: One thing I really 
liked about the film is 
that it completely nailed 
the Hudson Valley neo¬ 
hippie movement in all its 
charm and hypocrisy. It’s 
a subculture ripe for sati¬ 
rizing, but it hasn’t been 
done much until now, so 
it felt fresh. Deschanel’s 


weird bohemian lifestyle 
also felt original and con¬ 
tributed to the indie feel 
of the film. But I have to 
admit, as much as I en¬ 
joyed watching it, it’s a 
flimsy movie. 

RC: I sort of agree. I think 
it’s a likeable comedy ele¬ 
vated by a strong cast who 
bring empathy to charac¬ 
ters who, in less experi¬ 
enced hands, might not 
have had any. 

MB: Only the last 10 min¬ 
utes felt rushed. It felt like 
some scenes had been edit¬ 
ed out. But overall, it was a 
good way to spend 90 min¬ 
utes in the dark.

On the other end of the 
line was Ashley Monroe, 
who had been hanging out 
with her friend Miranda 
Lambert and, perhaps, hav¬ 
ing a cocktail or two. 

“And I went, ‘Hey, this 
better be important, by 
God,’” Presley recalled, her 
young son sleeping next to 
her. 

“Turns out it was, huh?” 
Monroe said. 

That call two-and-a-half 
years ago led to Pistol An¬ 
nies, a concept group of 
sorts that’s aimed at shak¬ 
ing things up and drawing 
attention to female singer- 
songwriters who some¬ 
times get overlooked in the 
rush to find the next big 
star.

older. Much has been 
made about Meatloaf’s re¬ 
quirement for a small 
tank of oxygen and a 
mask side-stage so he 
may revive his 63-year-old 
frame between songs. 
That he suffers from asth¬ 
ma doesn’t help, which 
contributed to his 
fainting at two shows ear¬ 
lier this month. But 
Meatloaf’s oxygen jones 
isn’t unique. Many 
performers rely on hits of 
02 during shows. 

Even younger 
musicians need 
assistance. I was once 
backstage before a show 
by one of the biggest 
groups in the world. 

They travel with a refrig¬ 
erator-sized medical dis¬ 
pensary that contained 
everything from rapid-re- 
lease painkillers 
(migraines be damned; 
the show must go on) to 
syringes used for pre¬ 
show B-12 shots. 

The case also 
contained all manner of 
bandages, splints, allergy
